BRINGS 
BIBLE TO AMERIC

Vienna.—In the Benedictine Abbey 
of St. Paul in Carinthia concluding 
negotiations have bee taking place in 
recent days for the gale to America of 
the famous Gutenbévg Bible of this 
abbey. As to the reason for and the 
history of this sale, the correspondent 
of the N. C. W. C, News Service re- 
ceived the following information from 
‘authentic quarters: 

This Gutenberg Bible, one of the! 
most precious avorks of the earliest | 
art of printing, is destined to be add-| 
(ed to the Congressignal Library of | 
the United States, © Washington. 
| The-age-old Cari n 
| abbey, fallen into distréss because of | 
‘the loss of ‘its funds consequent upon 
the depreciation after the war of Aus- 
trian currency, had for years intended 
to sell this Bible in America to im- 
prove thereby its 
stances. 

But ever and again there were dif- 
ficulties, until at last Dr. Otto F. H. 
Volibehr acquired the Guntenberg Bible 
for a collection of valuable incunabula, 
the purchase of which was made by | 
the American Government. 

This collection, which was bought 
for a million and a half dollars in all, 
consists of no fewer than 2,000 im- 
cunabula. Included are some of the 
earliest European products of the art 
of printing produced before the year 
1500. About 30,000 of these incuna- 
'bula are known to exist at present, so 
that by the acquisition of this collec- 
tion the American nation comes ipto 


possession of one-fifteenth of all of 
those still existing in the world.
